British Naval Supremacy 

The New York Post, speaking of 
British naval supremacy, says: The 
British Admiralty is not satisfied with 
its recent extraordinary development 
of the torpedo boat-destroyer. In 
1893 its largest boat of this type was 
the Havoc, of 240 tons, 3,500 horse- 
power, and 261-2 knots. Five of the 
boats authorized in 1905-6 are now 
taking the water, the Ghurka and Af- 
ridi having recently been launched 
These boats are of 790 tons, 14,500 
horsepower, and huve a speed of 33 
knots, three more than any of the de- 
stroyers owned vy Germany, France 
or the United States, and are 200 tons 
larger than the largest foreign boat, 
Not content with this leadership, the 
Admiralty has laid down at Birken- 
head the Swift, a destroyer of 1,830 
tons, 30,000 horsepower, with the phe- 


nomenal speed of no less than 36 
knots an hour, The Swift is to be an 
| ocean-cruising boat, with a great 


radius of action; and having the pace 
tosoverhaul any torpedo boat or de- 
stroyer, cruiser or battleship will tru- 
ly become “the eyes and ears of the 
fleet.” But the Ghurka and the Swift 


| have high freeboards and are comfort- 
fire tongs, searlet hosiery, nighteaps, | 


able and livable vessels, instead of 
racing machines, which utterly ex- 
haust their crews in a few days. It 
is now apparent that in the eyos of 
the Admiralty the torpedo cruiser and 
torpedo gunboat are failures, the for-

| nor a destroyer, Only three 12-pound- 
ers will be earried by the Ghurka, 
and four 25-pounders by the Swift. A 
clearer example of the way the Brit- 
ish Admiralty leads the whole world 
in naval construction and develop- 
ment it wonld be hard to find.

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COOKING VEGETABLES. 


Water Must Be Strained Off imme- 
diately They Are Cooked. 

In cooking vegetables the chief 
points to be almed at may be summed 
up as follows: 

Greens, such as caulifiowers, sprouts, 
‘abbuge, lettuce, spinach, etc,, should 
urst be soaked for’ fifteen minutes (not 
nore) in salted water, 

They should then be blanched—t. e., 
hrown into a saucepan of boiling 
water and boiled rapidly for two min- 
ites, 

After «straining again the greens 
should be replunged Into a fresh sauce- 
pin of boiling water in which a small 
piece of soda or half a teaspoonful of 
carbonate of soda has been dissolved 

While boiling the pot should never 
le covered, 

Overcocking, althongh {it may not 
render the vegetables indigestible. 
makes them quite as unpalatable. 

When cooked the water should be 
strained away ot once and the vee. 
tables, until it is required to serve 
them, should never be allowed to 
stand in the pan at the corner of the 
stove, 

The straining should he thorangh. 
every drop of moisture if possible be- 
lug pressed out 

After this is accomplished a smut! 
plece of butter or a spoonful of cream 
is invariably added by an experienced 
chef, while sult, pepper, a squeeze o} 
lemon juice and often a little strong 
stock nre considered a necessary addi 
tion tu France. 

It isa fact which asuelly escapes the 
notice of the housekeeper that the 
average cook commits more unneces 
sary extravagances in the cooking of 
vegetables than in the case of any oth 
er item. In France no one would think 
o? throwing away the water in which 
the legumes are prepared. This ts al- 
ways regarded as stock and Is used as 
the foundation of “maigre’ soups o1 
utilized to give an extra flavor in cook- 
ing other vegetables,
